Fokker Foresees Millions Of Planes 


Tells Why Germany Failed 


Aviation Is Great Factor For Pcac® 
Sayg Designer and Builder / 

A million or more planes blacken¬ 
ing the air over America, from flivver 
planes, in which the young man fan 
take his sweetheart for a rid© In a 
dual control fide-by-stdo cockpit, to 
giant mult (motored air transports, 
wore pictured by Anthony II. G. Fok- 
ker, at a luncheon of tho Netherlands 
Chamber of Commerce of Now York. 

Mr. Fokker said the development of 
commercial flying was closely linked 
with military aviation and that 
tho nations of Europe had real¬ 
ized this. The subsidies granted to air 
transport lines In Europe for com¬ 
mercial purposes, be said, were rart 
of the general preparation plan for 
future wars whereby pilots would be 
trained and fields, hangars and work¬ 
shops provided for future military 
use. 

"Aviation Is tho cheapest and most 
«fllclont method for killing people," 
Mr. Fokker said. "In a city like New 
York bombing planes loaded with gas 
bombs could destroy a million T^rsons 
absolutely without fall. So important 
will aviation be as an offensive 
weapon in another war and so great is 
the range of planes that the safest 
place for men will bo the front line 
trenches " 

The designer suggested that avia 
tion was a factor for peace by Its very 
dead linens as a potential weapon of 
offense. 

"Men are not so likely to start a 
war or to help keep one going," he 
said, "when they realize that nowhere 
can they find safety for themselves. 
The man who stays away from the 
front to manufacture shells and guns 
on war contracts will be in more dan¬ 
ger than tho man at tho front."

WORLD HAPPENINGS 
BRIEFLY TOLD 
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A now mining area thought to bo 
extremely rich in load, sine, silver 
and gold has been discovered in 
Northern Manitoba. 

Lleut.-Col. It. G.

Hail losses totalling approximately

One of the largest fish in the trout j ty-elght 
species yet caught In Alberta, if not 
the largest of the kind ever caught 
anywhere else in the Dominion, was 
taken out of the waters of Lake Atha- 
bnska recently by A. A. Arason, a fish- 
ci man. 

Bread prices at Vancouver are down 
approximately ten per cent., accord 
ing to an announcement by the Mas¬ 
ter I3akers' Association. A loaf will 
in future cost nine cents, or three for 
25 cents. 

The city of Calgary has been 
sented with a model of the White 
I.iner Calgario by officers of 
steamship company. Leo Tobin, 
eral passenger superintendent of 
company, made the presentation. 

Russia has notified the League of 
Nations that tho Soviet government 
will participate in the work of the pre¬ 
paratory commission on a disarma¬ 
ment conference, it was announced at 
League headquarters at Geneva. 

The Westminster Gazette announces 
that Miss Mercedes Gleltz, the London 
typist and channel swimmer, will 
make an attempt to swim the Straits 
of Gibraltar in December. The dis¬ 
tance of her contemplated ewim is 
about 27 miles. 

The Right Rev. Gennaro Hayasaka, 
the first Japanese in the history of the 
Roman Catholic church to be mode 
bishop, received the miter, crosier, 
ring and gloves, emblematic of his 
office, from Tope Pius XL In an 
posing consecration ceremony In 
Peter’s. 

Immigration during the last 
months totalled 109,000 persons 
compared with 90,000 in the same six 
months of 1926. The gains over last 
year were made in April, May and 
June, while the July, August and 
September figures show a slight 
falling off.

Has Reached Huge Proportion* Since 
Concession Was Granted 
Seventy eight years ago on the 28th 
of July last tho Imporial Government 
granted Canada the right to adminis¬ 
ter tho postal service, a "concession” 
which had been asked for for years. 

I Pew now living can remember that 
j event, and yet only those whose 
| memories carry them back to at least 
tho early years of Confederation are 
capable of realising how unreckonable 
have been tho betterments In postal 
communication during the intervening 
decades. In fart, it Is peculiarly Big 
nifloant of our time that tho younger 
generation seem to take it for grant¬ 
ed that public services v*re always 
j efficient and speedy. TIh\v know noth¬ 
ing from experience of tho conditions 
( which obtained when tho Dominion 
had Its birth In 1867, and are therefore 
unable adequately io value the prlvl 
; legos enjoyed in common today. 

The mall service of Canada lias i 
reached huge proportions. Prom tho I 
crudmess and Inefficiency of the per-j 
lod when control passed into the 
hands of the local Government seven- 
years ago It has attained a 
highly organized state. In tho gross 
revenue side it represents something 
like $15,000,000 per annum, involving 
the issue of about $25,000,000 in 1 
stamps. We may get a notion of the , 
advance that has taken place when It j 
is said that if the postal rates on the 
volume of matter handled now were 
the same as at tho commencement of 
the nineteenth century, tho resultant 
receipts would be sufficient in a single 
year to pay the net debt of the Domin¬ 
ion. Yet the transmission of letters 
is not the folo function of the postal I 
service of today. It is also the medium 
for an immense volume of financial ] 
business, by moini of orders and ; 
notes, as well as tho transportation of 
parcels. In short, it is deeply Inter 
woven with the entire economic and 
social life of tho people. Perhaps the 
only way a just appreciation of its 
comprehensive value could he brought 
about would be by suspending it for a j 
week or ten days.

Airmen Patrolling Area Reported Open 
Water At End Of October 

Dally radio reports received from 
airmen who are now Hying the 400- 
mile stretch of Hudson straits have 
already accomplished one Important 
purpose. 

Tho navigation period of the straits, 
even now, lias been proved to extend 
one week longer than was heretofore 
admitted by many noted authorities. 
Officials of the marine and fisheries 
department declared that tho airmen 
reported that there was not yet a sign 
of ice in the straits on Oct. 27th. The 
reports came as a surprise to many 
of these officials, wligarc authorities 
on navigation and who confidently ex-1 
pected that ice would drift down Fox 
channel into the straits shortly after 
October 1 at the latest. The ^i .iits are 
from 40 to 100 miles in width, so that 
it was not expected that navigation 
would dose until a great deal of ice 
had drifted in. As tho situation now 
stands, with no ico whatever in tlie 
straits on Oct. 27, they nro of the 
opinion that navigation will be open 
far Into November, perhaps as late as 
December. 

Reports received so far indicate 
that there is very little variation be¬ 
tween conditions of weather, etc., in 
the straits and in the St. Lawrence 
gulf. As a matter of fact, fog seems to 
occur much less frequently in the 
straits.

So Long As Nations Co-Operate Mem- 
bership Not Essential

Nations’ dream of universality prac¬ 
tically has become a reality. The Unit¬ 
ed States Is now participating In xIr- 
tually all league activities, save those 
which are political, and the Soviet 
Government luis decided to take part 
In the league's preparatory disarma¬ 
ment conference. 

League observers contend eight 
years’ experience has demonstrated It 
Is unimportant whether mil ions are 
members of the international body fo 
long as they willingly co-operate in 
the league’s activities. 

Both the Soviet Government and 
Turkey already are collaborating in 
the league's economic activities, while 
Mexico has sent an official observer 
to the economic conference. 

Thus Ecuador is virtually the only 
nation in the world not yet collaborat¬ 
ing and, therefore, the league, now re 
gards its activities and influence as 
virtually universal in scope. 


Ottawa, lion. J. A. Robb, minister 
of finance, will not organize the Ru¬ 
ral Credits Board, as provided for In 
the Rural Credits Act passe d last ses¬ 
sion, until at least one province lias 
indicated a desire to have the scheme 
put Into operation. This was the In¬ 
formation made public at Hie finance 
department. 

The Rural C’recliia Act states ilint 
the scheme shall only become . f.Vc- 
live in any province after that prov¬ 
ince has enacted enabling legislation. 
This provision was Inserted in tin- act 
in order to remove doubts as to the 
jurisdiction of the Federal Parliament 
to carry out a credit scheme. 

Under the provisions of the act 
scheme will be self-sustaining and 
there Is no reason to believe that in¬ 
terest rates will bo reduced below the 
level now obtaining in Western Can¬ 
ada. 

For this reason there has been no 
demand as yet from any of the prov¬ 
inces for t.lie introduction of the pro¬ 
posed credit system. Unofficially, the 
department of finance has been in¬ 
formed that Alberta intends to come 
in, but otherwise there has not been 
even a spark of interest since the 
terms of the act wore made known. 

At any rate, none of the provincial 
legislatures will meet until 392*, so 
that, at the earliest, the government 
will not bestir itself in the matter un¬ 
til next March or April.

.lohn Ray Newcomb, eye specialist of 
Indianapolis, to save the sight of his 
left eye, which has been threatened. 
At his home in Kennebunkport, Me., 
Mr. Tarkington disclosed that he had 
lost the sight of his right eye about a 
year ago. 

"I burst a blood vessel, and grad 
ually my eyesight went out," said Mr. 
Tarkington. "For a time I was threat¬ 
ened by nearsightedness in my left 
| eye, but under strenuous treatment 
my left eye has improved, and 1 am 
able to use it in my work.”

South Africa Receives 

Message From King 


All Mines In Affected Area Are Re¬ 
suming Operations 

Drumhellcr, Alta.—Strike of the 
Canadian union coal miners in this 
district came to an end and, with the 
exception of one mine, which was 
temporarily held up because of dam¬ 
age by dynamiters, ail mines were 
again hoisting coal. 

The men gained nothing by the two 
weeks’ strike and lost a lot of money 
in wages, for between 800 and 1,000 
men were affected. The mines will 
continue working under open shop 
conditions, tho miners failing to re- 
ceibc recognition of their union, for 
which they went on strike. 


"They used to bo exempt, but not 
now," was the reply. "Tho railways, 
for instance, were exempt for 20 years 
after they got the land. As a matter 
of fact they made it forty years by 
not taking out their patents, until, in 
1902 iho Federal Government tola 
them they must, so tho exemption 
dated from that* time, until 1922.

During Decem¬ 
ber alone tonnage for 20,000,000 bush¬ 
els lias been fixed and shipping men 
believe that the wheat movement dur¬ 
ing December wilHvquire at least one 
hundred vessels. 

During November space for 6,000.- 
OoO has been closed while January 
hookings already total 10,000,000 bush¬ 
els.

Brooklyn Doctor Contends Universal 
Uee of Right Hand Was 
Acquired 

It haa been estimated that about 
one person in twenty five Is born left- 
handed, and precisely one hundred 
persons out of a hundred who are 
taught to write are taught to writs 
with their right hand and are Riven 
to understand that efforts to wrlto 
with the left are immoral. The ten 
deucy which is natural to four per 
rent, of school children is curbed and 
abolished, and with great pains the 
left handed child is instructed to do 
something which is foreign to its na 
turc. This is all wrong. according to 
I»r. Robert Kingsman, of Brooklyn, 
who has devoted years to the curious 
study of left-hanilodness. llo contends 
that children who naturally write left 
handed should he permitted to pro- 
duce what is called “mirror writing/' 
namely a kind of writing which looks 
like a foreign language when it Is 
turned off, but which appears quite 
normal when held to a mirror. Chil¬ 
dren who go through life left-handed 
ought not to be trained to write from 
left to right as a right-handed person 
writes, but from right to left, because 
an outward movement Is more natural 
than an Inward movement. 

Science has discovered that In the 
primitive days of tho human race, tho 
left hand was as much used as tho 
right. Old tools and weapons have 
been found made for the left hand 
ns frequently as for tho right, and 
early picture writings were done with 
either hand and ns well with one as 
with the other. It was n result of some 
biological or pathtologlcal discoveries 
that the right hand canio into general 
use. When inen learned that the 
most vital of all organs was the

It is surprising how some of the 
ideas of a number of years back still 
persist in the minds of legislators 
and others, despite the fact that they 
have been proven to bo wrong. Ono 
of these Is that when wo got into a 
crowded room that It Is the expired 
air, the carbon dfoxldo in the expired 
air, that causes faintness, weakness, 
and collapse. 

You will remember that you wero 
taught In school that fresh air con¬ 
tains 79 parts nitrogen and 21 parts 
oxygen, and expired air, air that has 
been breathed out of tho body, con¬ 
tains 70 parts nitrogen and only in** 
parts oxygon, tho oxygen being re¬ 
placed by carbon dioxide and organic 
particles, both of which arc poisonous. 

As a matter of fact our hygienists 
have been able to show that while 
the lungs make tho exchange of fresh 
air for Impure or expired air, It is 
really the skin, the effect of the air 
on the skin, that determines our com 
fort and safety. So instead of talking 
about the composition of air, that is, 
nitrogen, carbon dioxide, and so forth, 
thought is now given to the condition 
of the air. What is its temperature, 
moisture, and whether It Is ctill or 
moving. 

You are comfortable when the heat 
manufactured by your body is carried 
away by means of the skill. When tho 
air is moist and hot, it cannot readily 
tube up the heat from the body, and 
so you feel stufly and uncomfortable. 
If, however, the air is kept in motion, 
as shown by Dr. Leonard Hill, then 
the body obtains relie f, as this helps 
evaporation. Our industrial hygiene 
experts have discovered that “human 
activity, measured by work accom¬ 
plished, is at it a best at a temperature 
of about 65 degrees Fahrenheit. At 
this temperature there are fewest ac¬ 
cidents and least slckm-ss. For thoco 
engaged in non-laborious or mental 
work, a temperature of about G8 de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit is found to ho best." 

United Slates and British sch-ntists 
are working continuously on this pro¬ 
blem of ventilation, as health, com¬ 
fort, and ability to do one’s work, are 
all dependent upon proper ventilation 
In the meantime keeping the air 
moist In the home in winter, as cold 
air is usually n little too dry, and by 
the use of fans in summer to keep air 
moving, some degree of comfort can 
bo obtained, until the time when 
domestic and. business houses may 
have a cooling system for tho sum¬ 
mer, as they now have a heating sys¬ 
tem for the winter.

Many people in Canada are show¬ 
ing a great interest in hedges .and 
their use Is becoming much more 
common than formerly throughout the 
country.

Some hundred and 
twenty species of trees and shrubs 
have been tested and some of tho 
most reliable of these are described in 
a new bulletin on Ornamental Trees. 
Shrubs, and Woody Climbers. The 
Siberian Pea Tree is recommended as 
perhaps the bent of all deciduous 
hedges for the colder parts of Canada. 
It is a slirub-likc, very attractive tree 
that will grow to a height of 18 fret 
if deEired. The two most satisfactory, 
evergreen hedges are tne Douglas Fi* 
and the Norway Spruce.
